Corn, Both Early and Late, Will Be 
Better, But Came Too Late For Po­ 
tatoes*. 


Manager of Outing of Western F a rm ­ 
ers Ask W. P. Weikert,

Drought conditions which have a f ­ 
fected all crops in this county for 
some time were at least partially re­ 
lieved Tuesday by the rain which fell 
almost 
throughout 
the 
day 
and 
brought a lower tem perature. 
While 
the rain brought some relief to many 
farm ers and gardners here, County 
harm Agent R. E. Underwood stated 
today that considerable 
rainfall 
is 
needed before the crops are actually 
out of danger. 
Commenting on the rain which fell, 
Mr, Underwood said that the mois­ 
ture hardly penetrated 
the 
ground 
more than an inch, 
It has helped the 
corn a gjreat deal, he sa iii, but was 
not sufficient unless we have many 
more rains before harvest begins. 
While the greatest benefit will ac­ 
cum ta> the late varieties, even the 
early corn which is now beginning 
lo tassel out will be helped by the 
rain, says Mr. Underwood. 
The e a r s 
will fill out better, and pollenation will 
Le assisted, he believes. 
Cattle pasture? have suffered most 
severely, it is reported. 
Dairy prod­ 
ucts are dependent on the pastures, 
and the continued drought has hurt 
these lands. 
Milk has become scarce 
in this part of the State, and a large 
part- of the supply for Philadelphia 
end other eastern cities is now’ coming 
from points west of Chicago, it is ro­ 
pe rted. 
A few- more rains such as 
Tuesday’s will renew 
the 
pasture* 
and the price of milk may fall again, 
Peaches and apples now ripening/ 
a 
well as garden crops have l*een 
h ir t by the drought, it is conceded. 
Early vegetables have already been 
reduced. 
Field corn, while the “talks 
may not attain full height, will be 
saved if the drought does not con­ 
tinue. 
The hot, dry w eather has hurt po­ 
tatoes of smaller grower*, it is be­ 
lieved. but it is further stated that 
commercial growers have been able 
to keen the'.r crops in alm ost normal 
state of growth. 
As yet there are no definite statis­ 
tics on wheat in Adams county, prac­ 
tically all of which has been harvested, 
I ut reports show a yield above the 
average and a probable yield of thirty- 
five bushels to the acre. 


About 800 persons are expected to 
be the guests of Gettysburg on Au­ 
gust 14, when approximately 200 cars, 
forming the cavalcade of the Michigan 
Automobile Tours, arrive here on their 
way to W ashington from Battle Creek, 
Michigan.

Funds From

Collapse of the R. L. Dolling* Com­ 
pany may cause the fall of some of 
the subsidiary companies whose stock 
it has been selling and w'hose divi­ 
dends, according to the revelations 
made in the federal court in P h ila ­ 
delphia Monday, have been paid by 
the Dolling? company because the sub­ 
sidiaries were not earning anv divi­ 
dends. 
Creditors 
of

McCambridgo 
Company, manufacturers and dealers 
in plumbers’ supplies, met Monday 
afternoon to consider the future of 
the concern, which is a Dolling? sub­ 
sidiary. 
The McCambridge Company, 
it w’as testified in the Dolling-. Com­ 
pany receivership application hearing, 
ha? not earned a dividend since De­ 
cember, 1921, when the Dolling? Com­ 
pany obtained control.

Has Been Making Study of Plans For 
Retrenchment and 
Reorganization. 
Are Mostly Office Men. 


The acreages planted in corn and 
potatoes iii Pennsylvania this spring 
show a 
decrease of 
two per 
cent 
compared 
with the 
area 
in t h e s e 
same crops last year, 
according to 
the .July I report of the Bureau of 
Statistics of the 
Pennsylvania De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture. 
The area in 
corn is estimated at 
1,476,360 acres. 
W eather conditions 
not being entirely favorable, the con­ 
dition of the crop on the first of July 
was only 86 
per cent normal. From 
this the statistical bureau estimate* 
that the 
average yield 
will be 
42 
bushels tq the acre, or a total 
pro­ 
duction of 
62,154,700 bushels. Tho 
production last year was 65,561,475 
bushels 
and the ten-year 
average, 
61,954.000 bushels. 
The area 
planted to potatoes is 
given as 220.880 acres, the condition 
as 87 pei- cent normal, 
the average 
yield 
indicated as 93 
bushels per 
acre, 
and the total production 
es­ 
tim ated as 20,541,800 bushels. The 
production last year was 24,740,800 
and the ten-year average, 22,779.900 
bushels. 
The July estimate? of potato pro­ 
duction 
for the entire 
country, as 
reported by 
the United 
States De­ 
partment of Agriculture, indicate a 
total 
reduction of 
70,000.000 from 
the 
451,000,000 
bushels 
produced 
last 
year. 
The 1923 crop 
is con­ 
sidered to be an average one since 
the 
crop last year was 
greatly in 
excess of the country’s needs. 
July 
estim ates 
are 
indicative 
only of 
probable production in the late pota­ 
to sections but 
should be fairly ac­ 
curate for the early producing areas. 
Pennsylvania 
growers are 
inter­ 
ested largely in the condition of the 
eastern potato crop. 
The 
Virginia 
product 
now moving 
into 
market 
is 
expected to ta* 
about 
3,000.000 
bushels less 
than a year ago.

New Jersey crop is less than 6,000,-

Employes to 
be dropped in the departm ent of la­ 
bor and industry are in the bureau 
of inspection and in the employment 
offices. 
Many other departm ents including 
the departm ent of agriculture and the 
departm ent of internal affairs have 
made reductions in their forces.

dropping of employes was necessitated 
through cuts made by Governor Pin­ 
chot in departmental appropriations.

Elimination of "peace yellow?” in 
commercial peach orchards of Penn­ 
sylvania within the next two years 
was the prediction of Professor W 
A. McCubbin, acting head of the bu­ 
reau of plant industry, department 
of agriculture, who Tuesday said th at 
1922 reports showed the disease then 
was only half as bad as in 1921. 
The 
bureau’s inspectors expect 
to 
make 
further marked reductions this year 
in the trees affected, he said, and Ad­ 
ams county will be relieved of one 
cf the grow ers’ worries. 
"The only way the disease can bt1 
conquered is by cutting down the in­ 
fected 
trees,” 
Professor 
McCubbin 
said. 
"The disease is neither bacte­ 
rial nor fungus in character, hut is of 
a various type, and 
its 
method 
of 
transm ission from one tree to another 
is unknown. 
If left to run its course, 
p w'ill take an entire orchard, the 
first signs being the coloring of the 
leaves which turn from green to yel­ 
low and then die. 
"Peach yellows appeal* as far north 
as parts of Michigan, and as fa r south 
as the middle of Georgia. 
The fed­ 
eral government, believing the dis­ 
ease due to soil conditions, spent a 
large amount of money in research 
work, but found th a t condition of the 
soil was not the cause. 
As soon a? 
a diseased tree is discovered it should 
la* cut down and burned. 
Another 
reach tree may be planted in its place 
without contracting the ‘yellows.’ ” 
Mr. McCubbin reports that the J a p ­ 
anese plum is also liable to infection 
from this disease, but that in other 
varieties the disease 
is almost un­ 
known.
